

Docs strike $6ooM deal 


More incentives for 
physicians to practise 
in province, rural areas

A new five-year agreement for the 
province's doctors is expected to 
boost attraction and retention of 
physicians to rural areas, decrease 
emergency room closures and en¬ 
tice doctors to spend more quality 
time with patients. 

The Master Agreement between 
Doctors Nova Scotia and the De¬ 
partment of Health will cost the 
province $616 million over the five 


years and Health Minister Chris 
d'Entremont said it's intended to 
change the overall system of health¬ 
care in the province. 

Doctors will receive monetary in¬ 
centives to do the less attractive 
jobs. "We'll see more doctors stay¬ 
ing in Nova Scotia," he said. 

Doctors in the province voted 71 
per cent in favour of the agreement 
and although many of the specific 
terms have yet to be tweaked, some 
of the incentives will be retroactive 
to April 1 of this year. 

Emergency room doctors in Hali¬ 
fax, for example, will see an increase 
in hourly wages, jumping from 
$ 134.81 an hour to $ 156.10 an hour. 

Doctors working in rural areas will 


also included 

$5,300 for start up costs for 
physicians who begin electronic 
records systems and additional 
remuneration of $ 4,000 a year to 
support the program 

$300,00 in the first year to go 
toward locum services for physi¬ 
cians practising in rural areas 


receive an additional $5,000 after 
three years of service in a rural com¬ 
munity and each year following will 
bring additional money ending with a 
$12,000 bonus in the seventh year. 

With the changing demographics 
and increasing prevalence of 
chronic disease, doctors who spend 


more time with chronic care pa¬ 
tients will be compensated accord¬ 
ingly said Don Pugsley, president of 
Doctors Nova Scotia. 

"We went into this (agreement) 
knowing status quo is not an op¬ 
tion," he said. 

Doctors will also receive addi¬ 
tional remuneration for more diffi¬ 
cult medical cases. 

A general practitioner who takes 
in patients with more severe and 
chronic ailments such as diabetes, 
for example, will be paid accordingly 
for work done with those patients 
than for working with a healthier 
patient with a minor ailment.

Divers find 

drowned 

fishermen

RCMP divers recovered the bodies 
of two missing fishermen at the 
bottom of the ocean near their 
sunken boat off the coast of 
Prospect yesterday. 

Divers found the body of Gerald 
Blackburn, 60, at 10:11 a.m. RCMP 
spokesman Cpl. Joe Taplin said he 
was located 12 metres away from 
the boat under 18 metres of water. 

Gerry Blackburn, 29, was found 
at 12:40 p.m. in about 15 metres of 
water, nearly 230 metres away 
from the boat.

Taplin said the pair's boat was 
found mostly intact in 18 metres of 
water near where searchers found 
the top part of the wheelhouse 
Tuesday morning. 

Taplin said neither of the two 
men was found wearing immersion 
survival suits, which he said were 
on board. 

The Coast Guard, Fisheries De¬ 
partment, military helicopters, 
search and rescue groups, local 
fishermen and kayakers searched 
for the pair Tuesday and yesterday. 

Fisheries and Aquaculture Min¬ 
ister Ron Chisholm offered condo¬ 
lences to the fishermen's family. 

"This is a tragedy and loss for our 
fishing industry and communities," 
Chisholm said in a press release.

Move payback for 
Grits blocking 
metal bill: Clarke

The Tories blocked a domes¬ 
tic violence bill as political 
payback against the Liberals 
Monday, and opposition par¬ 
ties are not happy about it. 
Justice Minister Cecil 


Clarke told reporters at 
Province House he wouldn't 
allow a vote on the Liberal 
bill that would have formed 
a committee aimed at elimi¬ 
nating domestic violence, be¬ 
cause the Liberals wouldn't 
support the government's 
scrap metal bill. 

"If one's not going for¬ 
ward, the other's not going 
forward. Plain and simple" 
said Clarke. 

Yesterday the government 


set up a Domestic Violence 
Prevention Committee, simi¬ 
lar to what the bill would 
have done. Clarke stood 
blamed the death of the bill 
on NDP MLA Diana Whalen, 
who he said broke an agree¬ 


ment to support both the 
scrap metal and domestic vi¬ 
olence bills. 

"I think Diana Whalen 
should apologize for the poli¬ 
tics she was playing," said 
Clarke when asked if he 


would apologize to those of¬ 
fended by his comments. 

"If a member wants to 
politicize the process and 
that legislation then they 
need to be held to account." 

Premier Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald backed up his minister, 
saying, "We held up our end 
of the bargain I believe and 
something wasn't being held 
up on the other side." 

But Whalen said she was 
amazed and offended that 


Clarke would blame her for 
killing the bill. She said she 
and Liberal MLA Michel 
Samson only voted to hold 
the scrap metal bill over to 
the fall because of public 
concerns the bill wasn't 
ready. 

"Every bill should be 
looked at on its own merit. I 
think what we've seen here 
is some childish antics and 
some politics," said Whalen.

The new Master Agreement 
for doctors in the province 
will encourage physicians to 
care for a wider spectrum of 
patients, says one rural doc¬ 
tor. 

"You'll get paid better to 
look after people who have 
illness as opposed to being 
paid well for looking after 
people who have relatively 
minor illness," said Tim 
Woodford, a general practi¬ 
tioner who has worked at a 
Liverpool practice for 22 
years. 

Before the new agreement, 
a physician who saw five 
healthy patients in one hour 
would be paid per service, 
which means five times the 
service amount of about 
$130. 

But a doctor who saw only 
one or two more severely ill

With the way fuel and energy 
prices have been climbing 
over the past few months, 
it's no surprise electricity 
rates are following suit, says 
an energy conservation ex¬ 
pert. 

"Sooner or later, it'll catch 
up with fuels for electricity 
as well," said Allan Cran- 
dlemire, executive director of 
Conserve Nova Scotia. 

Nova Scotia Power Inc. 
announced Tuesday the util¬ 
ity is applying to raise elec¬ 
tricity rates 12 per cent by 
the beginning of next year. 

But Crandlemire says 
there are a number of ways 
power customers can reduce 
their energy consumption 
and in turn, their electricity 
bih. 

He said it's a myth that 
powering down appliances, 
electric heat or air condition¬ 
ing when not in use actually 
uses more energy to re-start. 

The single best thing peo¬ 
ple can do to conserve energy 
in their homes, he said, is un-

School board hopes 
to stop wrong-doing

The school board introduced a 
new whistle-blowing policy 
last night so that employees 
may relay information about 
wrong-doing without fear of 
reprisal. 

Board staff drafted the pol¬ 
icy on the advice of an auditor 
after the 2005 resignation of 
Carl Reid, a former principal 


of Gaetz Brook Junior High 
who's accused of stealing 
$11,332.96 from the school. A 
board of inquiry later found 
his wife, former board mem¬ 
ber Bernadette Reid, gave him 
a 19.76 per cent discount on 
products she was selling to 
keep the total sales off the 
radar of the board's purchas¬ 
ing policy. 

Halifax regional school 
board spokesman Doug 
Hadley said the board adjusts 
and introduces policies based 
on what it's learned in the 
past. 


"There were a couple of in¬ 
cidents a few years ago — one 
involving a board member 
and another involving a school 
administrator at the time," 
Hadley said. 

"Board members them¬ 
selves had also felt there was a 
need to bring something for¬ 
ward so putting those two to¬ 
gether, it was just timely to 
come forward to protect the 
board and the employees." 

Carl Reid's last court ap¬ 
pearance was May 14, where 
he pled guilty.

Local team in

The local boat in the Clipper 
07/08 Round the World Yacht 
race has found itself in a neck 
and neck race to New York, 
and from there home to Hal¬ 


ifax. 

As of yesterday evening 
the Nova Scotia sat ninth of 
ten in the current race from 
Jamaica to New York, with 
628 kilometres to go. But it's 
only a single kilometre be¬ 
hind two other boats, and a 
mere nine kilometers out of 
first place. 

After landing in New York, 
the yachts are expected to 
leave next Wednesday and 


arrive in Halifax Friday or 
Saturday. 

That Halifax is a leg on the 
race is partly due to happen¬ 
stance. In the 2002 race the 
ships travelled straight from 
New York to England. But a 
storm in the North Atlantic 
caused the fleet to make a 
surprise stop in Halifax to es¬ 
cape the storm.

Police shaken by

Five people including two 
children were found dead in 
a northwest Calgary home | 
yesterday, the victims of | 
what cops called a domestic t 
homicide that left the Dal- | 
housie community heartbro- i 
ken and police searching for i 
answers. 

Calgary police were called 
to the home around 10 a.m. 
yesterday after a family 
member came to pick up one 
of the children for school and 
noticed something wasn't 
right. 

EMS were "horrified" 
when they entered the house 
and found three dead adults 

— one male and two females 

— and two dead female chil¬ 
dren, aged 4 and 6, and a 
one-year-old unharmed fe¬ 
male survivor, who was 
turned over to protective 


services. 

"We go to calls everyday 
where people have died, but 
when children are involved, 
it's that much more challeng¬ 
ing," said Calgary EMS's Paul 
Lapointe. "This is a pretty 
rare event." 

Police confirmed neigh¬ 
bour assertions that a female 
renter lived with the family, 
who moved into the sleepy 
suburban neighbourhood 


about three years ago, but 
wouldn't reveal what ulti¬ 
mately led to the deaths, not 
believed to be random, as 
they are still investigating. 

"These are hugely trau¬ 
matic incidents, they're orga¬ 
nizationally traumatic, 
they're traumatic for the 
community, we know the 
impact that exists," said Cal¬ 
gary Police chief Rick Han¬ 
son.

(OHRC) alleges that Ontario 
Liquor Licence Act regula¬ 
tions, which prohibit con¬ 
sumption of controlled 
substances in licensed areas, 
infringe on people federally 
licensed to smoke marijuana 
to ease ailments. 

The complaint comes after 
Barth, who suffers from fi¬ 
bromyalgia and other disor¬ 
ders, was prevented from 
smoking outside a city com¬ 


edy club on May 7. 

"Provincially, there is no 
provision for people who use 
medicinal marijuana," said 
the 39-year-old amateur co¬ 
median, who has held a me¬ 
dicinal-marijuana licence 
since 2002. 

"So this puts every club 
owner and the staff in a co¬ 
nundrum. If they allow me 
to use it, they're in violation 
of the... act and if they don't, 
they're violating my human 
rights to use medicine.

— run by various churches 
on behalf of the government 

— were sometimes dire. 
Contemporary accounts sug¬ 
gest up to half the children in 
some institutions died of tu¬ 
berculosis. 

One prominent academic 


calls what happened a geno¬ 
cide, yet for many years few 
Canadians knew what had 
happened. 

Now, for the first time, the 
mainstream population will 
be learning a lot more about 
what was done in its name. 

As part of a 
$ 1.9-billion 
settlement 
between Ot¬ 
tawa and the 
90,000 school 
survivors in 
May 2006 
that ended years of law suits, 
a truth and reconciliation 
commission is set to start 
work on June 1. 

The commission, which 
has a life span of five years, 
will travel across Canada and 
hold public hearings on the 
abuses.

French serial killer, 
wife found guilty 
in grisly murders 

Self-confessed killer and rapist 
Michel Fourniret and his wife, 
Monique Olivier, were sen¬ 
tenced to life in prison yester¬ 
day in one of France's 
grimmest serial murder cases. 

The couple showed no reac¬ 
tion after Fourniret, dubbed 
the "Ogre of the Ardennes" by 
the media, was found guilty in 
a packed courtroom of killin g 
seven women and girls aged 
between 12 and 22 after rap¬ 
ing or attempting to rape 
them. 

Some victims were first 
drugged and bound. 
Fourniret, who has admitted a 
fascination for virgins, was 
arrested in 2003 after a 13- 
year-old girl escaped from his 
van and called the police. 


The crimes were commit¬ 
ted over 14 years from 1987, 
mostly in the wooded Ar¬ 
dennes region of northern 
France and in Belgium. 

The case helped lead to a 
shake-up of the way French 
police investigate serial mur¬ 
ders, including the improve¬ 
ment of co-ordination 
between different authorities. 


Fourniret, 66, will be able to 
seek a reduced sentence only 
after serving 30 years in jail. 
Given his age, he is unlikely to 
ever walk free. 

Olivier, 59, must spend at 
least 28 years in jail for the 
part she played in some of the 
murders and a rape, said the 
court in northern France.

A brutal winter and soaring 
fuel prices kept Canadians 
from visiting or spending as

Canada's international 
travel deficit — the differ¬ 
ence between spending by 
Canadian residents abroad 
and spending by foreigners in 
this country — fell to about 
$3.1 billion in the first quar¬ 
ter, down $295 million from 
the record high set in the 
fourth quarter of last year, 


Statistics Canada reported 
yesterday. 

The travel deficit had 
jumped by $744 million in 
the third quarter and $620 
million in the fourth quarter 
of 2007, fuelled by a major 
climb in cross-border shop¬ 
ping by Canadians going 
south of the border.

Powder room calls for dramatic look 


Great sinks are 
the focal point of 
this small space 

W e love a lavishly 
appointed and 
dramatic pow¬ 
der room, which is a small 
bathroom that contains 
only a sink and a toilet. 

We simply abhor beige 
and boring in this space — 
we think it is a design 
crime to waste a glorious 
opportunity to make a 
bold statement. 

And what’s more, you 
are allowed - even encour¬ 
aged — to decorate in a 
way that attracts atten¬ 
tion. Why on earth would¬ 
n’t you grab the 
opportunity? 

This can be a place 
where you can take your 
first tentative steps toward 
uninhibited artistic expres¬ 
sion. 

Go ahead — consider 
painting your ceiling lip¬ 
stick red, install wallpaper 
featuring large and exu¬ 
berant blooms, or install a 
dramatic glass vessel sink 
— here’s the place to take a 
chance. 

Here is also the place 
where you can experiment 
with expensive finishes as 
well, since furnishing a 
small place is going to cost 
you far less than it would 
cost to furnish a larger 
space. 

You have a lot of latitude 
— just be careful to use 
colours that are comple¬ 
mentary to the colours in 
your house. 

Remember that a pow¬ 
der room is also a room 
that guests see, and it 
should contain a few 
splurges, since it is a room 
that reflects on your hospi¬ 
tality and is also a great 
place to show off your own 
unique sense of style. 

The biggest design im¬ 
pact can often come from 
the walls and ceiling in 
such a space. 

Walls and sometimes 
ceilings can be painted 
with decorative treat¬ 
ments, such as glazing or 
other paint effects. Many

people also choose bright, 
jewel-like tones, or deep, 
regal colours such as wine 
red, deep purple or choco¬ 
late brown. These satu¬ 
rated tones can be 
stunning! 

Dramatic wallpaper is 
also making a big come¬ 
back in powder rooms. 
Since this room does not 
get wet in the same way as 
a steamy bathroom with a 
shower or bath, powder 
rooms can use finishes 
that would not normally 
be recommended for wet 
rooms, such as fabric fin¬ 
ish wallpaper, for example. 

Consider using it on the 
ceiling as well. 

Since this room should 
be impressive, do plan to 
spend a little more for an 
attractive appearance — a 
great sink and faucet are 
important because these 
features tend to be the 
focal point in a powder 
room. 

A countertop, if there is 
one, should be elegant — 
look for shiny finishes. 

And the cabinet, if there 
is one, should look decora¬ 
tive rather than strictly 
utilitarian-looking. 

Consider an antique 


dresser or a buffet that 
spans a wall — this more 
formal look is simply 
smashing. 

Also consider crown 
moulding of between 3 
and 5 inches, and a thick 
baseboard of up to 8 
inches — they’ll add 
weight and an air of for¬ 
mality. 

A beautiful mirror and 
gorgeous lighting is also a 
worthwhile investment in 
a powder room —again, the 
scale is small, so exquisite 
finishes become possible. 

Most of all, don’t crowd 
an already small space 
with objects that stick out 
such as shelving, racks or 
baskets. 


If possible, recess these 
into the wall. Keep per¬ 
sonal objects to a mini¬ 
mum. 

If the space is really 
tight, consider a pedestal 
or a small wall-hung sink 
to keep things architec¬ 
turally clean. 

To add a touch of soft¬ 
ness, add thick, luxurious 
towels, and fragrant hand 
cream, alongside attractive 
hard soaps. 

And don’t forget a hook 
for a guest’s sweater, and a 
tiny counter space — if pos¬ 
sible — for a purse.

Whether you're baking, pan¬ 
frying or grilling a chunk of 
sirloin steak on the barbecue, 
the spices and flavours you 
add to your meal ultimately 
depends on your taste buds.

"We are really trying to § 
connect more to the younger 
crowd," said Ian Fraser, artis¬ 
tic director of the Royal Nova 
Scotia International Tattoo. 

The Halifax Metro Centre 
show, a mixture of military 
bands and drill teams com¬ 
bined with civilian acrobatic 
and singing acts from eight 
countries, has teamed with 
Democracy 250 for this 
year's event. 

The committee, headed by 
former premiers John Hamm 
and Russell MacLellan, is 
marking the 250th anniver¬ 
sary of parliamentary democ¬ 
racy in Nova Scotia, and 
trying to get youth interested 
in the democratic process.

t was 9 p.m. last Sunday; 
my girlfriend just re¬ 
turned home from an 
exhaustive hour of lacrosse. 

With a quick glance and 
forced smile, I acknowledge 
her arrival and then fix my 
eyes back on Sonic And The 
Secret Rings, a game on my 
new Wii — a game system I 
stood in line 30 minutes to 
buy on a recent rainy Satur¬ 


day morning at a Toys “R” 
Us in Calgary with my 
eight-year-old son... two 
years after the first Wii sys¬ 
tem was launched in 
Canada. “Let’s play (Mario 
And Sonic At The) 
Olympics,” she said. “I want 
to get better at it.” 

A nirvana sought since I 
was a prepubescent boy had 
now arrived — I had found a 
mate to share in my joy of 
video games. 

The next question was: 
Why Wii and not the two 
Xboxes we have in the 
house? 

Simple, according to 
Matt Ryan, spokesperson 


for Nintendo Canada — 
they’ve catered to “mom.” 

“(Nintendo) knows that 
mom makes a lot of deci¬ 
sions on what the family 
does for fun, what the fam¬ 
ily does to keep themselves 
together, and to play to¬ 
gether,” said Ryan. 

“Nintendo needs to mar¬ 
ket its products to women 
in order to tap into that 
chief household officer.” 

Funny thing is, my part¬ 


ner only rubber-stamped 
the Wii purchase once I 
proved the entire family 
could actively participate. 

It’s also why 34 -year-old 
Calgary mom of two, Na¬ 
talie Young, picked up a 
Wii last Christmas, and 
why she’s bounced between 
sold-out stores to find Nin¬ 
tendo’s recently released 
and elusive Wii Fit.

STRUCK DUMB: THE SE¬ 
QUEL: Pretty much the 
worst thing that could hap¬ 
pen to the TV industry right 
now is another strike of key 
talent, but just such a catas¬ 
trophe has been looming 
since before the writers ef¬ 
fectively shot the kneecaps 
out of the 2007-08 season 
with their winterlong walk¬ 
out. The pair of unions that 
represent Hollywood’s act¬ 
ing talent have been mum¬ 
bling about a strike for 
months now, sounding not 
unlike the guy in Office 
Space who threatened to 
burn the office down if he 
doesn’t get his stapler back. 
According to a story in yes¬ 
terday’s USA Today, the 
lesser of the two unions — 
the American Federation of 
Television and Radio Artists 
— has reached a tentative 
deal with the representa¬ 


tives of the producers, the 
sticking point being the 
same one that flared up 
into the writers’ strike: Fees 
for streamed and down¬ 
loaded Internet content. 

The deal affects “a hand¬ 
ful of prime-time TV shows 
such as Curb Your Enthusi¬ 
asm” and “will last through 
June 2011 if it is approved 
by AFTRA’s national board 
and ratified by members.” 
While I’m glad Larry David 
is clear to work through 
into the next decade, the 
fact that this was the 
biggest show that AFTRA 
could claim success for 
gives you some idea how 
important restarting negoti¬ 
ations with the Screen Ac¬ 
tors Guild are if a strike 
turns fall 2008 into the sea¬ 
son where everyone breaks 
down and buys a Blu-ray 
player.

100,000 TiVo subscribers in 
the Chicago area, and the 


managing editor of the 
paper wistfully opined that 
“maybe we’ll get a few peo¬ 
ple to do the unthinkable 
and subscribe to the news¬ 
paper.”

Dunst admits speculation about her 
health and personal problems haven't 
helped her in her battle: "Depression is 
pretty serious and should not be gos¬ 
siped about. There's been a lot of mis¬ 
representation about what is going on 
in my life... (That's) very painful for my 
friends and family. Everyone feels like 
they have to defend me. They hear the 
rumours, and it puts them in a defen¬ 
sive position. Now that I'm feel¬ 
ing stronger, I'm prepared to 
say something."
